REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of the claims is the inclusion of the feature 
of a semiconductor device having a gate electrode, a capacitor contact region adjacent to 
one side of the gate electrode, a bit line contact region adjacent to the other side of the 
gate electrode, a first dopant implant in the capacitor contact region and bit line contact 
region, and the first implant physically contacting the capacitor contact region, and a 
second dopant implant in only the capacitor contact region which is not anticipated nor 
rendered obvious over the prior art of record. The prior art made of record Katayama 
discloses a first dopant implant in the capacitor and bit line contact regions that is not in 
physical contact with the capacitor contact region and a diffusion region only in the 
capacitor contact region, it does not render obvious the feature of a first and a second

dopant implants in the capacitor contact region and the first dopant implant being in 
physical contact with the capacitor contact region.
